Baptist Church 
Property Bought 
By School Board 


The Albany Board of Education 
at a special meeting on Wednesday, 
February 27, accepted the compro- 
mise offer of the Albany Baptist 
Church for the purchase of their 
property and buildings on Port- 
land Avenue between Key Route 
Boulevard Pomona Avenue. 
The purchase price consisted of 
$24,000 in cash plus a lot at Po- 
mona Avenue and Thousand Oaks 
Boulevard and one of the houses 
on Pomona. Avenue now owned by 
the school board. The final accept- 
ance by the Baptist Church will 
bring to an end several months of 
negotiations between the two 
parties. With the purchase of the 
property approximately 70x220 ft. 
including two buildings, a parson- 
age and church, the school. district 
will own the entire square block 
on which the high school is situ- 
ated.
